SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM (film) entitled Magical Creatures Classroom, also known as Optical disk 
Asian title - disk reference number MPEG, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a CD-ROM originating from Japan and comprising two discs which 
each contain a computer image file in MPEG format which are accessed through a 
computer. The discs contain an ongoing animated story which has a predominant 
focus on females being raped by mythical monsters with multiple tentacles. The 
manner in which extensive depictions of rape are presented, encourages the viewer to 
be titillated and aroused by the activity. Such a representation promotes and supports 
the use of violence to compel females to submit to sexual conduct by presenting acts 
of sexual violence as a legitimate source of entertainment and arousal. 

The classification of the publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as 
outlined in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that 
is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of The 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be 
objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the 
availability of publications that tend to promote and support the use of violence to 
compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 
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
